eigght-man Royal Canadian En- 
ii.eer survey crew supported by

# Bugle Food Service 

Monthly Recipes TpP 

The recipes for this month deal with Beef and Kidney Stew, 
Peanut Stew. Also a good recipe f:r Orange Pancakes, with an 
Orange Sauce instead of Syrup. 

BEEF AND KIDNEY STEW 


3 Veal kidneys 1 small bay leaf, crushed 

1 Tsp. salt Va tsp. thyme 

3 lbs. stewing beef cut in cubes 3 large onions, sliced very thin 

Flour Vz cup chopped celery 

14 cup cooking oil — 14 cup chopped parsley 

2 tsp. salt 1 clove gagrlic, minced 

14 tsp. pepper 14 lb. mushrooms, sliced 

2 tbsp. paprika 2 tbsp.-flour 

10 oz. Beef bouilon 14 cup. cold water. 

1 tbsp. Worcestershire sauce 

Remove tissue and fat from kidneys and slice very thin. Put 
in saucepan, cover with wafer and add 1 tsp. salt. Simmer 15 
minutes. Skim water, then drain kidneys saving water. Set aside. 

Dredge beef in flour. Heat oil in heavy kettle or Dutch oven. 
Add meat and brown on all sides. Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 

Meacure water saved from cooking kidneys and add enough 
water to make 3 cups. Add to meat. 

Add kidneys and mushrooms and simmer 30 minutes. Skim 
off fat. Put 2 tbsp. flour and cold water in a small jar with a 
tight lid and shake until well blended. Add to stew gradually, 
stirring constantly. Cook until bubbling and slightly thickened. 
(Serves 8.1. 

PEANUT STEW (An Old Chinese Recipe) 

14 cup peanut butter 1 small can tomatoes 

1 small chicken Salt to taste 

1 onion 

Cut up chicken, mix peanut butter with enough warm water 
to cover the meat. Add salt and chopped onion and simmer 
slowly. Put tomatoes on top of stew when the chicken is tender, 
the sauce is ready when the oil in the peanut buter comes to the 
surface. 

MONTHLY TIP 

For the perfect salad, marinate peeled orange slices, cucumber 
slices and onion slices, in french dressing, serve on bed of green 
salad. 

ORANGE PANCAKES 

2 cups pre-sifted flour 2 egg yolks, well beaten 

2 tbsp. sugar 114 cups milk 

4 tsp. baking powder ’/2 CU P orange juice 

1 tsp. salt 2 tbsp. 

1 tbsp. grated orange rind 2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Measure flour (without sifting( into mixing bowl, add sugar, 
baking powder and salt. Stir well to blend. Combine beaten egg 
yolks, milk and butter. Add to blended dry inggredients. Beat 
until smooth, add orange juice and grated orange rind. Fold in 
beaten egg whites. Pour '/3 cup batter for each pancake, on hot 
ggriddte, (Grease Griddle lightly for first pancake only). Bake 
until puffy and bubbly. Turn before bubbles break. (Yield: ap¬ 
prox. 12-5" Pancakes.). 

ORANGE SAUCE FOR ABOVE PANCAKES 

% cup sugar milk 

2 tsp. cornstarch 4 tsp. ggrated orange rind 

1 cup orange juice 4 tbsp. butter 

• 1 cup of ligght cream or canned 

Combine sugar and corn starch in saucepan. Gradually add 
orange juice. Stir in cream and grated orange rind. Cook mix¬ 
ture over low heat, stirring constantly until sauce thickens and 


becomes transparent. Remove fi 
m heat and add butter. (Yield: 
approx. 2% cups.).

Investigations were made into 
the feasibility of purchasing a cov¬ 
ered building suitable for use as 
a community skating rink. The fin¬ 
ancial outlay for this would be 
between $75,000 and $99,000. Fin¬ 
ance for this was discussed and 
the council cannot see any way to 
arrange this financing and the 
project was shelved. 

This led to a discussion of the 
possibility of providing an open 
air swimming pool. At a cost of 
approximately $30,000 this also 


is beyond the financial means of 
the council council at the present. 
The council will continue to look 
for surplus buildings suitable for 
these purposes. 

Wading pools will be open dur¬ 
ing July and August with super¬ 
visors provided by council. These 
pools will also be open weekends 
in June and September if the 
weather proves clement. 

A garden contest will be con¬ 
ducted along the same lines as 
last year with prizes to be pro¬ 
vided by the Griesbach Associa- j 
tion.

Of the 32 operational stations 
in the system, originally built and 
operated jointly by Canada and 
the U.S., the RCAF was respons¬ 
ible for manning only 15. Follow¬ 
ing an inter-governmental agree¬ 
ment in 1981, Canada assumed re¬ 
sponsibility for 11 ore sites, the 
last of which, at Lowther in north¬ 
western Ontario, is scheduled to 
ch-angeg hands this summer. 

Of the seven new radars being 
built to augment the Canadian 
portion of the Pinetree Line, two 
(Chibougamau, P.Q., and Moos- 
onee, Ont.) became operational in 
October 1962. Others located at 
Gypsumville, Man, Yorkton, Dana 
and Alsack, Sask., and Penhold, 
Alta, are to enter operational ser¬ 
vice this year. 

Further n rth, along the 55th 
parallel, is the Mid-Canada Line 
which began operations in 1957. 
Each of its main stations is man¬ 
ned by more than 100 civilian 
personnel with a few RCAF of¬ 
ficers and men handling the opera¬ 
tional duties. 

Extensive microwave communi¬ 
cations provide instant voice con¬ 
tact all along the line and south 



to control centres. Low frequency 
beacons and ground/air communi¬ 
cations for aircraft are also pro¬ 
vided. 

North of the Arctic Circle is the 
Distant Early Warning Line. The 
four main sites in Canada are 
commanded by RCAF officers and 
manned by RCAF, USAF and civ¬ 
ilian personnel. 

To exercise the radar network, 
ADC is also responsible for an 
Electronic Warfare Unit based -at 
RCAF Station St. Hubert. This 
unit flies C-119 and CF-100 air¬ 
craft and carries out regular train¬ 
ing exercises throughout ADC and 
NORAD. 

Another important task charged
